DECLARES HUOVER 


Government Will Not At- 
tempt to Fix Prices for 
Meat and Dairy Products, 
Says Food Administrator.

Washington, September 6.—Price- 
fixing for meat and dairy products has 
no place in the government’s food con- 
trol plans, Herbert Hoover, the food 
administrator, today told the national 
live stock conference. Not only would 
it be inadvisable to institute price-fix- 
ing in these industries, he declared, but 
the food administration has been given 
no such power. 

As long as there is a heavy demand 
for meat with a decreased production, 
Mr. Hoover said, meat prices will con- 
tinue to soar. The hope of the food ad- 
ministration is that it can stabilize quo- 
tations and thus eliminate speculation. 
believe there is a panacea 
of this kind,” Mr. 
Hoover. “Our problem 1s to crease 
production. The best we me

Price-Fixing Has Failed.

This appeal, labor leaders declared, 
marked the “firing of the first gun” 
in the campaign to stamp out pro- 
German societies and to bring the na- 
tion’s labor forces up solidly behind the 
government. 

Clamor of Paclifists. 

The resolution on war aims declares, 
in part: 

“The so-called people’s council and 
other organizations allied with it, pro- 
fessing ~o speak in the name of the 
working people of America, have de- 
Clared that the aims and purposes for 
which we are at war have not been 
definitely stated. These people have 
made a great deal of clamor, demand- 
ing that the president of the United 
States make a definite statement of 
the reasons why we are at war and 
the ends we seek to attain. We, the 
members of the Minneapolis confer- 
ence of the American Alliance for La- 
bor and Democracy; deciare that this 
demand of the people’s council and 
other pacifist organizations, even if 
made in-good faith, is entirely unwar- 
ranted.

Such Is Charge Made by Smith, 
of South Carolina, Against 
Manufacturers.

Washington, September 6.—Senator 
Smith, of South Carolina, during de- 
bate on the war tax bill today, charge- 
ed that cotton manufacturing Interests 
were circulating reports that Ameri- 
ean cotton is reaching Germany in 
order to depress prices and to increase 
their profits, He presented official gov- 
ernment statistics showing that there 
is a shortage of cotton despite the de- 
pression of the market. Agitation of 
rumors regarding receipt by Germany 
of American cotton and the recent em- 
bargo, he asserted, have resulted in a 
loss of $380 a bale during the last 
three weeks, 

The statistics showed that a million 
bales of cotton have been con- 
sumed than produced during the last 
four years and that the estimate of 
this year's crop is below normal. 

“According to these estimates,” said 
Senator Smith, ‘‘we are absolutely bare 
of cotton—a condition unprecedented 
in history—while prices are being de- 
pressed. It is easy to trace the source 
of these absolutely unjust, unfounded 


and disastrous reports that American 
cotton has been reaching Germany, The 
cotton manufacturers and interests are 
creating the impression 
bigger profits with 
prices,” 

Senator Smith said that American 
cotton production is thirty per cent 
below normal, while prices are but for- 
ty per cent above normal and declared 
he would later present official reports 
Mowing exactly the alleged enormous 
profits of the manufacturers.

New York, September 6.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—The Russian and Austro- 
Italian theaters continue the centers 
of interest in the world war. In the 
former the Germans are still pressing 
the Russians in their retreat from the 
Riga region; in the latter the forces of 
General Cadorna continue to harass 
the Austrians, but with the enemy of- 
fering stout resistance on the major 
sectors—north and northeast of Gorizia 
and along the Carso plateau.

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THREE ARE BURNED 
N WRECKED AUT 


Crew of Passenger Train 
Makes Gruesome Find of 
Charred Remains of Man 
and Two Women Twelve 
Miles From Macon. 


Macon, Ga., September 6.—(Special.) 
Charlie B. Brady, a merchant and farm- 
er who resided near Dublin, and Miss 
Gladys Cook Howard, of Dublin, and 
Miss Russell Young, of Macon, were 
burned to death early this morning 
when a Ford automobile in which they 
were riding plunged over a steep em- 
bankment about one mile from Pike's 
Head, in Twiggs county, and twelve 
miles from Macon. The burned car 
and the remains of the three bodies 
were discovered early this morning 
a few hours after the tragedy, but it 
was not until several hours later that 
the bodies were identified 

According to the best information 
obtainable here, the party left Dublin 
last night at 7:30 o’clock, headed for 
Macon. They reached Jeffersonville 
about 10 o’clock and stopped at a drug 
store there for refreshments, and then 
continued their journey. Apparently 
they were driving without lights and 


failed to see the turn in the road where 
the car plunged over the embankment. 
In the ruins of the wreck this morn- 
ing a bottle parWally filled with whisky 
was found. Whether the occupants of 
the car had been drinking ia not 
known. 

When the car plunged over the em- 
bankment, the occupants were pinned 
under the machine, The gasoline in the 
tank exploded and all that was left 
of the car was the steel framework. 
The bodies were burned beyond recog- 
nition.

From the license tag on the car it 
was learned at the office of the secre- 
tary of state in Atlanta that the ma- 
chine belonged to Charlie B. Brady, of 
Dublin.

The aldermanic board of council 
Thursday afternoon concurred in coun- 
cil’s recent action creating the posi- 
tion of business manager «of schools, 
but final action on the matter was held 
up by Alderman Steve R. Johnston, who 
gave notice to reconsider the business 
manager ordinance at the next meet- 
ing of the aldermanic board. 

This means that the matter is held in 
abeyance for two more weeks, and that 
Mayor Candler will not be able to affix 
his signature to the ordinance, making 
it law, until the aldermanic board once 
more passes it. 

As Mr. Landrum will remain in office 
as business manager of schools, how- 
ever, awaiting final action by the al- 
dermanic board and the mayor’s approv- 
al, as the aldermanic board stood 6 to 
2 for the creation of the new position 
for a period of one year, as an experi- 
ment, it is certain that Mr. Landrum 
will hold this position until September, 
1918. 

Salary Clause Causes Fight. 

A clause in the ordinance requiring 
the finance committee to apportion §$2,- 
000 a year each year after 1917 pre- 
cipitated a lively little fight in the 
board. The business manager's job had 
already been favorably voted on, Alder- 
men Johnston and McClelland being the 
only two to oppose creation of the new 
place.

WAR CREDITS BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


'$11,538,945,460 in Bonds and 
Certificates Authorized. 
| Efforts to Limit McAdoo’s 
| Control Fail. 


Washington, September 6.—The great 
war credits bill, authorizing $11,538,- 
945,460 in bonds and certificates, passed 
the house tonight unanimously. Ac- 
tion y the senate as soon as the pend- 
ing v tr tax bill is disposed of is plan- 
ned by administration leaders. 

Not a material amendment was added 
to the bill by the house. Representa- 
tive Moore, of Pennsylvania, led a 
group of republicans in a futile fight 
for consideration of his proposal for a 
war expenditures committee, which was 
thrown out on a point of order.

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NEW HOME TO CARE 
FOR WORKING GIRLS 


‘“‘Nelson Memorial Home’ Will 
Be Established at an 
. Early Date. 


The great influx of girls, who have 
come to Atlanta seeking work, think- 
ing that with the coming of the can- 
tonment there would be a “boom” 
which would mean work for the asking, 
has resulted in many of them being 
here penniless and without work. 

This situation has brought to a head 
the proposed plan for additional ac- 
commodations for working women and 
the new institution will be established 
at an early date to be known as the 
“Nelson Memorial Home,” in honor of 
the late Bishop C. K. Nelson. 

The location hag not been definitely 
decided upon, but it will probably be 
established in the building adjoining 
the Buford Memorial home on Spring 
Street. By this arrangement one build- 
ing can be used as a dormitory and one 
kitchen and dining room will accommo- 
date both. 

Mrs. Alonzo Richardson and Mrs. Sa- 
rah LD, Atwood appeared before the 
county commissioners Wednesday and 
asked for an increased appropriation 
for the purpose of providing adequate 
homes for-girls who are without work 
or who do not earn sufficient money 
to pay their expenses. The commis- 
‘sioners granted an increase in their 
monthly appropriation from $75 to $100 
and promised to make a still further 
increase at a later date, 

With the opening of the Nelson Me- 
morial home Atlanta will have three 
places where working girls can secure 
board at a nominal sum. One of the 
homes is on Crew street and one on 
Spring street. The third will probably 
adjoin the present Spring street home. 

Mrs. Sarah D. Atwood, suuerintend- 
ent of the Spring street home, stated 
Thursday that every day five or six 
girls apply to the home for help, de- 
claring that they came to Atlanta 
thinking that work could be had for the 
asking. 

The Spring street home is now caring 
for fifty girls, and its capacity is taxed 
to the limit. Girls are sleeping on 
cots and improvised beds. Although 
Mrs. Atwood is exerting every effort 
to meet the situation, she stated that 
it is daily growing more serious. The 
home is greatly in need of bed and 
table linen and other necessary fur- 
nishings for the unusually large num- 
ber of girls now on hand.

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AUTHORITIES TAKE A HAND. 


The Georgia Railroad commission is 
making a personal investigation of ,the 
transportation facilities—or lack of tem, 
as the case might be—between the several 
army cantonments in Georgia and the cities 
to which they are nearest adjacent. 

This is a good sign, for it indicates, of 
course, that if the commissioners find the 
facilities inadequate they will proceed to 


apply the remedy wherever such is the case, 


otherwise why the investigation? 

Here at Atlanta the transportation facili- 
ties between city and cantonment are prob- 
ably in worse shape than at any other city 
in the state where there is a training camp. 

In the first place, apart from through 
schedules, there is absolutely no rail connec- 
tion between city and cantonment. 

The street car company expects to have 
a single track completed by October 15, and 
it made very gratifying response to the city’s 
demand for a double track line, which is ex- 
pected to be completed soon after the single 
The 
trolley company has done its duty in this 
respect, but at its best will have no line to 
Camp Gordon before October 15. 

In the meantime, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Southern railway has a double 
track line connecting Atlanta with Camp 
Gordon, the best assurance of its co-opera- 
tion received to date is that a two-hour pas- 
senger service schedule will be put into 
operation for only six weeks, on October 15 
—at the time when the street car company 
will have reached the cantonment, and when 
the service will not be as badly needed as 


track line now under construction. 


now. 

The crying demand of today is not so 
much for facilities after October 15, as for 
means of transportation between now and 
October 15! 

The Southern railway admits that it isn’t 
a matter of money, but it bases its refusal 
to meet the demands of the city upon the 
theory that the congestion is such that it can- 
not handle the local traffic between city and 
camp at this time. 

That is exactly what the officials of the 
Southern said when they at first refused to 
put on any local service whatever. 

Now, if they have arranged to establish 
a two-hour schedule after October 15, they 
can as easily make it effective between now 
and October 15, which is the all important 
period. 

If the public safety committee of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce cannot 
clinch an agreement to that end, it is the 
duty of the city to take the matter up direct 
with the state railroad commission; because 
it is preposterous to expect the 40,000-odd 
inhabitants of Camp Gordon and vicinity 
and? the 200,000 inhabitants of Atlanta to 
content themselves with no means of trans- 
portation between the two centers other 
than private conveyances and jitneys be- 
tween now and October 15. 

If the problem cannot be solved other- 
wise, let the railroad commission try its 
hand? 

It has solved even bigger problems! 


MORE CATTLE FOR GEORGIA, 


Enterprise and business foresight such

School for Ansley Park District 
Absolutely Necessary, Says Wardlaw 


With every public school in Atlanta filled, 
it has become necessary, in order to accom- 
modate the 30,000 pupils enrolled through- 
out the city, to inaugurate double sessions 
in the first, third and fourth grades of Tenth 
Street school. 

It was announced by Superintendent J. 
L. Wardlaw Thursday that it may become 
necessary to have double ssesions in other 
schools, but no definite action has been taken 
in any other instance. 

Tenth Street school has an enrollment this 
year of 750 pupils, after all possible trans- 
fers to other schools have been made. One 
of the seventh grades of Tenth street has 


been transferred bodily to the North Ave-s» 


nue school, and there is still such an over- 
flow that the double sessions have become 
necessary. Last year there were only four- 
teen grades in this school; now there are 
cighteen. 

‘ Double Sessions Necessary, 

Although the hours for the double ses- 
sions have not yet been fixed, it was stated 
Thursday by the administration of that school 
that they would probably be from 8 to 12 for 
the first session and from 12:30 until 4 
o'clock for the second session, this system 
having been followed several years ago when 
the Tent& street overflow was so great that 
double sessions became necessary. 

For twelve years since its organization 
in a private residence with an endollment of 
126 pupils, the Tenth Street school has grown 
steadily until its present roll of 750, besides 
those transferred to other schools, has been 
reached. 

It was stated Thursday by those fiumiliar 
with the situation in that section of the 
city that nothing short of a new and com- 
plete eight-grade school would relieve 
congestion-in the northern part of the city. 

Two years ago a lot on Seventeenth street 
was purchased for the proposed Ansley Park 


school. Later the city made a purtial uppro- 


the 


priation for the school \uilding or ihis site, 
but nothing further was done, and the ap- 
propriation was subsequently diverted to 
other purposes. . 

There is now no school between Tenth 
street and the city limits—a distance of 
nearly two miles. The city is steadily grow- 
ing to the north, beyond the Tenth street 
district. Every possible transfer has been 
wade to other schools, ard still there are 
children living right at the doors of the Tenth 
Street school who are forced to go across 
town to other schools. 

In an effort to relieve the siturtion, the 
board of education had considered cutting 
up the auditorium into four rooms, ean! had 
ordered the lumber and material for tha 
purpose. But upon further consideration, it 
was decided, on account of the lack of heat- 
ing facilities at the auditorium, te inaugu- 
rate double sessions where necessary and 
abandon the auditorium project. 

Another School Necessary. 

Professor Warlaw stated Thursday 
another school in the Ansley Park 
was absolutely necessary. 

In the meantime, parents in the northern 
part Of the city are complaining vigorously 
over the knowledge that their small children, 
if they are to be kept in school, will have 
to remain in their classrooms until 4 o clock 
in the afternoon. Many children who will 
be in the second sessions will have to go 
long M&stances to their homes, and in the 
winter months many first-grade children 
will get home after dark. 

The working out of the double-session 
system at Tenth Street school has been left 
to the administration of that school, and 
though everything possible is being done to 
utilize the present facilities t» the best 
advantage and to make room for every child, 
it is agreed by all that no actuai relief will 
be found for the congestion until a new 
school building-is built.

FEDERAL PRISONERS BEHIND BARS 
PREPARING TO HELP UNCLE SAM 


By Nell Freeman. 

That love of country is an inherent prin- 
ciple of American manhood, is demonstrated 
by the fact that the spirit of patriotism 
which is sending men to France has pene- 
trated even through the thickness of prison 
walls and has fired those who are deprived 
of their liberty with a desire to do their bit 
for world democracy. 

Like the chastened child who loves its 
parent all the more for a reproof, the men 
confined in the Atlanta Federal penitentiary 
are rallying to the call of their country, and 
are preparing themselves to be ready to re- 
spond with a will if they should be wanted. 

There are in the federal prison many men 
who have had more or less extensive military 
training. There is one who has seen service 
in the trenches with the Canadian/ forces in 
the present war. These men have deter- 
mined that their experience shall not be 
wasted, and so they have inaugurated a 
plan of military training VWthin the prison 
walls. 

Military training at the prison has been 
approved by the department of justice, and 
one company has already been organized. 
This company will probably begin drilling 
next Saturday, and as the men become ac- 
customed to military usages they will be 
detailed to train other inmates, and thus 
the newly-organized company will become 
the nucleus for a futupe battalion. 

There are now in the prison 500 men be- 
tween the ages of 31 and 81. All of these 
are not able-bodied men, but there are many 
who would make good soldiers if the gOV- 
ernment should see fit to call upon them. 

Some of these men, perhaps, will never 


be given an opportunity to serve their coun- 
try as soldiers, but many will be released 
before the war has ended, and it is the plan 
of the prisoners to fit themselves for serv- 
ice as soon as they are free. 

The proposed plan of organization is out- 
lined in the current issue of the prison pa- 
per of “Good Words,” by Editor Griffin, 
of that organ, himself an ex-soldier. 

He says the composition of the United 
States Penitentiary Training corps will be 
modeled after the United States army or- 
ganization. The initial company, which has 
been already organized, has the following 
officers from among the prisoners: Captain, 
Terrell; first lieutenant, Slack; 
tenant, Buckner. 

The writer of the article in “Good Words” 
has this to say of military training in pris- 
ons: 

“Most of us here feel that it is a cruel 
addition to our punishment that at this time 
when every American is called upon to do 
his ‘bit,’ we are condemned to unwilling use- 
lessness; but if we cannot serve, we at least 
can prepare ourselves to serve, and thus be 
ready when our country calls. Whether the 
call is to the trenches or the 
equally necessary army of workers at home. 
military training cannot but make us far 
more efficient units in the ranks of those 
who are to ‘make the world safe to democ- 
racy.’

National Anti-Saloon Orators 
Will Make Sweep of State 


and Charity--

Georgia is soon to be covered by a platoon 


of national profibition speakers, each 


one of whom is of eontinent-wide celebrity. 
| The Anti-Saloon League 
of Georgia has now been 


“nationalized.” That, in 


league parlance, means 
that the state having 
successfully 
brought into the Ltate- 
wide, bone-dry prohibi- 
tion status, the local 
league has become in- 
corporated into the na- 
tional organization to 
help forward the coun- 
try-wide movement to 
secure the submission 
Aand ratification of the 
constitutional amend- 
ment providing for na- 
tion-wide prohibition of 


the beverage liquor traffic. 

The Georgia national prohibition cam- 
paign will begin Sunday, September 9, and 
continue until Sunday, November 4, thus 
covering a season of eight weeks and in- 
cluding about 350 meetings. 

Someone may curiously inquire “Why a 
prohibition speaking campaign in prohibi- 
tion Georgia?” The same question was 
asked in Kansas, and in Oklahoma, and in 
North Carolina. Even so astute an editor 
as William Allen White, in the first-men- 
tioned state, innocently asked me that sort 
a “wayT 

But, why not make a national prohibi- 
tion campaign in Georgia? We are fight- 
ing to make the entire nation dry by a 
constitutional fiat. Isn’t Georgia one of 
the constituent states of the union and is 
it not the peculiar, indefeasible right of 
the states—each state for itself—to say 
whether, or not, it wishes the national con- 
stitution to carry any proposed power or 
prohibition? 

And since we must carry this question, 
if it is to prevail, to a successful issue in 
the legislatures of thirty-six of the forty- 
eight states of the union, it would be an 
unwarranted and indefensible insult to the 
people of Georgia—especially to the prohi- 
bitionists of the state—if we were to ignore 
the high rank of Georgia among the states 
and withhold our campaign of information 
and persuasion from her sovereign and sig- 
nificant constituency. 

There are many phases of this national 
rohibition proposition that are but vague- 
fy understood by average voters. 
scientific, economic and social facts related 
to it that are seldom, if ever, popularly pre- 
sented in the newspapers that the general 
public read. There are political questions 
involved that need a closer argument than 
the preacher in thé pulpit, the editor in his 
sanctum, or the politician on the hustings 
can take time to present. 

The prohibition cause has grown, won 
its victories from county to county and state 
to state, and become at last a paramount 
national issue, by the ——— of open, per- 
sistent and unanswerable public campaign- 


ing. 

Bit is idle to say that Georgia can be ad- 
udged immune from the influences that are 
bitterly opposed to this nation-wide prohi- 
bition movement. is tow early to forget 
the savage attempts that were recently made 
to prevent the perfecting of the prohibition 
act of 1907. It is foolish to forget that 
in the state there is a strong element, 
easily influenced, that can be trusted to op- 
pose almost any old time any sort of meas- 
ure that a demagogue may denounce as “‘fed- 
eralistic,” or “unconstitutional,” or as “de- 
structive of the rights acquired by magna 
carta and sovereign in the state.”

ALBUMIN AND CASTS. 3 

A frequent query of readers, amounting 
to a hypothetical question to which a doctor 
naturally can’t make an unqualified reply, is 
something like this: 

Age 43. Contracted TB five years ago 
from association with active case. No family - 
predisposition to it. Came to Colorado. TB 
pronounced arrested three years ago. 
further trouble. Am strong, active. 
peated analyses of urine when ill were nega- 
tive. Last spring was under great mental 
Strain for four months. During that time 
acquired the habit of shadow boxing on ris- 
ing in morning, very strenuous. Noticed in- 
creased heart action and breathing when I 
twisted and slugged and jumped about much, 
After 20 minutes of this, took cold douches 
to back. Two months ago doctor found hya- 
line casts in urine. Two weeks later a nes 
red blood corpuscles and a few granular 
casts. Two weeks later same findings. I 
then stopped exercises. No feeding of dis- 
comfort or other kidney symptoms at an 
time. Mother died of Bright’s disease at 64, 
father died of dropsy at 54. My urine 
showed no sugar or albumin. What is your 
guess? Have I nephritis? Will it get me in 
time? Doctors have a way of telling only 
half the truth. I have no fear of death. I 
want to know what your best guess is. Blood 
pressure a trifle below normal—110 to 1320. 

Guess is right. And doctors tell half 
truths when they don’t know the whole truth. 

This custom is slowly dying out; doctors 
don’t look so wise as they used to look when 
they know nothing at all. And then, too, 
patients are getting more intelligent. 

Our guess is that the young man’s too 
Vigorous exercise and his cold baths cause 
the findings in the urine analysis. Athletes 
will commonly show a few casts and perhaps 
a little albumin, and often a trace of sugar 
in the urine after too strenuous exercise. Any 
healthy person may show a trace of albumin 
and a hyaline cast or two in the urine analy-- 
sis after a cold bath. 

But in the particular case of the young 
man now before us, it is not impossible that 
his arrested tuberculosis may be out on bail. 
The young man evidently has that popular 
delusion of consumptives, that exercise cre- 
ates vigor to resist disease, and he is carry- 
ing it to extremes. His family history is of 
no significance whatever, in our opinion. 
There is no selentific reason for thinking 
that Bright's disease is inherited. Habits 
leading to it are often handed down from 
father to son; the disease or tendency there- 
to, never. 

The young man may be developing a de- 
generation of the kidneys which sometimes 
follows even arrested tuberculosis. The kid- 
neys have a load of tuberculin, tubercle baci]- 
home — to eliminate throughout the ill- 
ess. ey sometimes brea ow 
—— yreak di wn under the 

Stop the strenuous exercise, and substi- 
tute something wholesome and moderate 
such as open air walking, duck hunting, fish- 
ing, golf. light gardening—provided the lung 
condition is’ really quiescent. Take only 
tepid baths. And have the urine analyzed 
once a month right along until the question 
if answered yes or no.

Please add to your valuable list of emer- 
gency remedies for campers and auto tour- 
ists something for attacks of summer diar- 
rhoea and also for ptomaine poisoning. (99). 

ANSWER—For acute summer diarrhoea a 
full dose, say, two ounces of castor oil. Or 
a full dose of the aromatic syrup of rhubarb 
mentioned in the list. Then no food for at 
least twelve hours. Then only tea or coffee 
without sugar, or milk, soda cracker and 
scraped beef or white of egg for 24 hours. 
Of course, rest in bed is always advisable. 
As for ptomaine poisoning, besides these 
measures there is nothing you could do. un- 
less to administer ar! emergency stimulant 
like aromatic spirits of ammonia, pending the 
arrival of a doctor.

department. Southwest Virginia or the 
contiguous region has been chosen as | 
the best place to locate the plants, but} 
until a site is definitely selected there | 
will be no announcement. 

As announced several weeks ago, the | 
idea of building a great water power! 
nitrogen fixation plant, which congress 
had in mind when appropriating $20,- 
000,000 for nitrogen supply, has been | 
abandoned temporarily because ofthe 
time that would be required to get 
such an establishment into operation. | 
The plants now proposed would employ 
the synthetic ammonia and oxidation 
of ammonia processes, acquisition of 
the synthetic ammonia process from 
the General Chemical company being 
recommended by the committee. 

Two Plants Proposed. 

The report proposes, contingent upon 
® satisfactory arrangement with the 
chemical company, the erection of a 
synthetic ammonia plant at an esti- 
mated cost of $3,000,000, with a capaci- | 
ty of 60,000 pounds of ammonia a day, 
and the erection of an oxidation proc- 
ess plant at an estimated cost of $600,- 
000, with a capacity equivalent to 24,- 
000 pounds of 100 per cent nitric acid, 
@ day. 

Acknowledging an offer of the Nitro- 
gen Products company of the use under 
certain conditions of the _ so-called 
Bucher process for the production of 
godium cyanide and ammonia, the com- 
mittee recommends that $200,000 be 
Placed at the disposal of the war de- 
partment for experimentation looking 
to the industrial development of This 
process. 

Recommerdations of Committee. 
The committee further recommends: 
‘That $100,000 be made available for 

the active prosecution of investigations 
of processes for the industrial produc- 
tion of nitrogen compounds useful in 
the manufacture of explosives or of 
fertilizers; 

“That, in order to increase the pro- 
duction of ammonia and toluol the gov- 
ernment promote the installation of 
by-pfoduct coke ovens by directing that 
priority be given in the production, de- 
livery and transportation of the mate- 
rials and parts needed in their con- 
struction; 

“That the decision as to more ex- 
tensive installation of nitrogen fixa- 
tion processes and water power devel- 
opment in connection with them, be 
postponed until the plants above rec- 
ommended are in operation or until 
further need arises, and, 

“While the preceding recommenda- 
tions include all the measures that can 
now judiciously be taken for the fixa- 
tion of nitrogen and the oxidation of 
ammonia, it is the opinion of the com- 
mittee that the immediate accumula- 
tion and the permanent maintenance of 
an ample reserve, not less than 500,000 
of Chile saltpeter, is the measure most 
urgently necessary.”

Paris, September 6.—France will not 
compromise on the question of recov- 
ery of Alsace and Lorraine, Premier 
Ribot declared today in an address de- 
livered in connection with the cele- 
bration of the anniversary of the bat- 
tle of the Marne. He said France 
would not consent to diplomatic dis- 
cusssion as to whether the provinces 
should be restored.

They were received 
by Major General Pershing, commander 
of the American forces, with whom 
they inspected the training camp.

“France makes pretentions only for 
the recovery of its own, to regain pos- 
session of its provinces, wrenched from 
it by the odious abuse of force,’ he 
said. “Let no one ask France to com- 
promise upon that question,

PLAN TO STABILIZE 
ABOR CONDITIONS 


| Manufacturers Propose a 


| Joint Agreement Between 
Employers and Employees 
| to Prevail During War. 


Washington, September 6.—Manu- 
facturers’ representatives proposed to 
the council of national defense today 
a joint agreement between employers 
and employees for the war to prevent 
Strikes and lockouts, compel mainte- 
nance of prevailing open or closed shop 
conditions and establish a board for 
compulsory arbitration of labor dis- 
putes directly concerning war produc- 
tion. 

A request that the council call an 
early conference of representative na- 
tional and international officePs of 
American trade unlons to agree to the 
proposals was taken under considera- 
tion. 

Nearly 160 members of the national 
industrial conference board, which rep- 


resents sixteen manufacturers’ associa- 
tions and more than 60,000 manufac- 
turers, presented personally to the coun- 
cil and its advisory commission a state- 
ment recommending that the council's 
policy of discouraging changes of labor 
standards during the war be applied 
as follows: 

“That applied to existing statutory 
Pregulations intended to promote safety

and health it shall be agreed that for 
the period of the war there shall be 
no suspension or modification of such 
provisions, except upon recommenda- 
tion of the council of national defense, 
after due investigation by its agencies 
and when, in its judgment, required by 
the exigencies of war. 
Wages and Hours 

“Applied to wages, demands shall be 
tested by the prevailing local standard 
of the establishment in effect at the 
beginning of the war with such modi- 
fication as may be shown to be neces- 
sary meét any demonstrated advance 
in the cost of living. 

“Applied to hours, the standard shall 
be those established by statute or pre- 
Vailing in the establishment at the be- 
ginning of the war subject to change 
only when in the opinion of the coun- 
cil it is necessary to meet the require- 
ments of the government. 

“Applied to what are commonly 
known as ‘open’ or ‘closed’ shop condi{- 
tions, it shall be understood and agreed 
that every employer entering the pe- 
riod of the war with a unton shop shall 
not by lockout or other means under- 
take to alter such conditions for the 
duration of the war, nor shall any com- 
bination of workmen undertake during 
the like period to close an open shop.” 

To settle the major labor disputes in 
war industries, the manufacturers rec- 
ommended creation of a board of em- 
ployersa, employees and government rep- 
resentatives With authority to render 
decisions binding on all parties, and 
“with full power to create all machin- 
ery necessary to execute its functions.”

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EXPORT LICENSES 
WAIVED ON COTTON 


Will Be Required Again 
After October 1, However. 
Action Taken to Relieve 
Congestion at Ports. 


Washington, September 6.—To re- 


lieve congestion at ports the exports 
administrative board today waived un- 
til October 1 the requirements of ex- 
port licenses for shipment of raw cot- 
ton to Great Britain. France, Italy, 
Japan and their colonies and to Rus- 
sia. 

Cotton was put on the list of com- 
modities for which export licenses are 
required along with many other com- 
modities a week ago. It was found, 
however, that cotton was piling up for 
shipment faster than application for 


licenses cojMd be handled. 

“All shipments of cotton which are 
covered by railroads’ bills of lading or 
ocean bills of lading dated October 1, 
or later,” said the exports board’s state- 
ment, “will require licenses. This will 
give shippers ample time to file ap- 
plications for shipments which they 
may contemplate making October 1 or 
later. 

“Applications for licenses for raw 
cotton to those countries associated 
with us in the war should be made on 
application from A-2, which is very 
short and simple. Application may 
cover the applicant’s proposed ship- 
ments for two months following the 
date of application. On receipt of this 
application by the bureau of export 
licenses, 1435 K street, N. W., ’Wash- 
ington, D. C., license will be —< 
promptly and wtll be good ordinarily 
for sixty days. 

“If the applicant is shipping through 
Various ports, such as Galveston, New 
Orleans, New York, etc. he _ should 
make a separate application for the 
total amount he expects to ship through 
each port. Shippers can then make 
the shipments as desired by them at 
any time during the ensuing sixty days, 
using for this purpose the ‘certificate 
for partial shipment, which enables 
them to make as many shipments un- 
der one license as they require. All 
shippers are requested to supply them- 
selves with a supply of these ‘certif!- 
eates for partial shipment. They may 
be obtained from the bureau of export 
license, 1435 K street, N. W., Washing- 
ton, D.C., andare knownat form EAB- 
23

WARMER WEATHER 
MAKES CORN FALL 


Traders Confronted With 
Weather Conditions Re- 
verse of Expectations. 
Outlook Good for Matur- 
ing of Crop. 


Chicago, September ¢.—Higher tem- 
peratures and absence of frosts that 
had been expected brought about a de- 
cline of % to %c, with December at 
$1.12% to $1.12,% and May at $1.08%. 
| Oats finished unchanged to %c lower. 
In provisions, the outcome was an ad- 
vance of 7@10c to 22c. 

Corn traders were confronted by con- 
ditions exactly opposite to what had 


been looked for. Instead of a south- 
ward spread of unseasonably' cold 
weather, reports from Kansas, Mis- 
souri and Nebraska told of rising tem- 
peratures and of prospects that the 
mercury would in some sections ascend 
to 100 degrees. Besides, the only frost 
heard of was a light touch in north- 
western Minnesota. 

A general return of warmth and 
moisture seemed likely to hasten the 
maturity of the crop, and therefore led 
to general selling. Scantiness of re- 
ceipts here and increased demand from 
distillers who hold government con- 
tracts, were mainly responsible for 
subsequent rallies. Offerings from 
southern states acted as offset, how- 
ever, and the bears apparently had the 
market well under control as the ses- 
sion came to an end. 

Oats sympathized with the decline in 
corn. Buying on the part of seaboard 
of exporters, though, and the fact 
that receipts from the country were 
somewhat light, prevented any radical! 
weakness. 

Arrivals of wheat proved to be little 
in excess of local milling requirements. 
Similar conditions were said to prevail 
at Minneapolis, Omaha and Kansas 
City. The evident slowness of the 
movement of supplies was said to be 
largely due to country dealers’ un- 
familiarity with government grades. 

Packers’ buying rallied the provision 
market from slight setbacks due to 
lower quotations on hogs. Most of 
the purchasing was of lard and ribs.

| AUGUST FAILURES LESS 
THAN IN 4 YEARS PAST 


Failures are usually at a low ebb in 
August, and the past month was no ex- 
ception to this rule, Bradstreet’s Jour- 
nal’ will say this week, despite the 
withdrawal of men from industry by 
the war, the unsettlement ruling in 
many lines because of price uncertain- 
ty, and the more than ordinarily dis- 
turbed condition of labor in some sec- 


tions, notably the Pacific northwest, 
where the lumber industry and kindred 
lines were especially affected. 

It is no surprise to learn that there 
were fewer failures in August than in 
any of the other months of this year, 
but it is worth noting that August this 
year had fewer failures than in any 
month for four years past, and also 
that the August total this year was 
the smallest reported in that month 
Since 1911. 

Liabilities in August showed a de- 
crease from those of July and were the 
lightest recorde. in August since 19° °. 
Very much the same showing is record- 
ed for the eight months’ period, the 
failures being the fewes reported 
since 1911 and the Iabilities being the 
smallest since 1909. 

There were only 999 failures in the 
month of Anguat. as reported to Brad- 
street's Jourflal, a decrease of 4.7 per 
cent from July and of 28 per cent 
from August a year ago. Liabilities for 
August were $13,468,873, a decrease of 
22 : cent from July and of 14 per 
cent from August last year.
